WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. — Crea- 
tion of a council of national sta- 
bility and welfare to co-ordinate in- 
dustry and national resources was 


proposed today by Senators Tydings 
of Maryland’ and George of Geor- 
gia, both Democrats, in a resolu- 
tion introduced in the Senate. 

The council would be one of Cab- 
inet officers, with an advisory com- 
mission of nine persons appointed 
through co-operation between Pres- 
ident-elect Roosevelt and President 
Hoover. 

It would be charged with recom- 
mending to the President and Con- 
gress “any matters relating to the 
national stability and welfare,” in-

BORAH DRAFTING PLAN TO CUT 
BUYING POWER OF THE DOLLAR 


Says That If Economic Conference 
Doesn’t Deal With Currency 
Question, U. S. Must.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—Senator 


Borah, Idaho, Republican, is draft- 
ing legislation to reduce the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. It 
is thought he may offer his: plan 
as a rider to some bill this session. 

Borah told newspaper men he 
believed the time had come to} 
consider the currency question and 
that, if the forthcoming economic 
conference did not deal with it, 
the United States must. 

He interrupted a Senate discus- 
sion by Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, of the latter’s farm relief 
legislation, to say the American 
farmer could. not .receive..«. fair 
price for his products with 32 na- 
tions off the gold standard. 

“T want to reduce the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar,” Bank- 
he-4 said, “and increase the pur- 
chasing power of other nations. 
My view is*that the best way to 
do that is to increase the value of 
silver.” 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said the United States must 
“either go off, the gold standard 
or remonetize silver.”

was to force utilities to pay taxes 
on the valuation fixed by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for rate- 
making purposes. 

Maxey got the merchandising bill 
through the House, but it died in 
a Senate Committee. The taxation 
bill did not get out of the House 
Committee. 

Meredith Denies the Story. 

Meredith denied knowledge that 
he was being supported by utility 
interests and denied that he had 
utility connections. 

‘IT -have not one utility client,” 
he said, “and never have had. The 
only utility connection that could 
possibly be charged to me, and that 
would be very far fetched, is that 
several years ago I attempted to 
promote a hydro-electric project on 
the Biack River, about 30 miles 
from Poplar Bluff, my home. I ap- 
plied to the Public Service Com- 
mission for a certificate of conven- 
lencé and necessity, but the appli- 
cation was not pressed because we 
could not get the necessary finan- 
¢ial backing. The certificate was 
not issued and nothing came of the 
promotion.” 

Meredith said that two years ago 
as a member of the Legislature he 
voted against the utilities by sup- 
porting Maxey’s merchandising bill. 

From information obtainable 
from members of the House, it ap- 
pears that whatever utility influ- 
ence is being exerted in the contest 
emanates from a desire to punish 
Maxey rather than from any par- 
ticular interest in Meredith. Mere- 
dith, however, is the instrument 
through which it appears possible 
to defeat Maxey. 

Maxey Cites Two Instances. 
Maxey cited two _ specific in- 
stances in which he said the utili- 
ties had sought to influence the 
race for Speaker. He said T. L. 
Wiley, a member from Clinton 
County, told him that three rural 
editors of newspapers publishing 
utility advertising had urged him 
to oppose Maxey. He also said that 
L. E. Ryals, editor of the Dade 
County Advocate at Greenfield, had 
told of receiving a letter from the 
advertising agency asking him to 
publish a story to the effect that 
Meredith was leading in the race. » 
Meredith today said that he was 
confident he would receive 106 of 
the 139 votes in the caucus. Maxey 
said he had promises of 80 votes 
and R. Earl Hodges of Mokane, a 


third candidate, said he was confi- 
dent of more than 30 votes. 


It is evident that all the candi- 
dates cannot be correct in their 
calculations of strengtH. The win- 
ning candidate must receive 70 
votes. 

Meredith seems to be leading in 
the race, but the Maxey supporters 
insisted the count in the caucus 
would show Maxey a winner. 

To Fight for Open Caucus. 

Redick O’Bryan, a member from 
Randolph County, said he would 
make a fight for an open caucus. 
“In an open caucus,” he said, “there 
would be no question that Maxey 
would win. The utilities and the 
fire insurancé interests which are 
fighting him will not dare come 
out in the open.” 
The Meredith candidacy is tied in 
with that of E. J. Keating of Kan- 
sas City for majority floor leader, 
and the Maxey candidacy with that 
of Jamés W. Armstrong of Rich- 
land. 

There are five candidates for 
chief clerk of the House. They are 
Rich R. Correll of Moberly, Joseph 
A. Bauer of St. Louis, James. T.

KILLED ACCIDENTALLY 


Frank T. Digges Is Victim of 
Huntitig Accident at 
Glasgow, Mo. 


Frank T. Digges, who was fatally 
wounded in a hunting accident Sat- 
urday at his home in Glasgow, Mo., 
was the first group chief of prohibi- 
tion agents in St. Louis, an office 
now held by James Dillon as Chief 
Deputy Prohibition Administrator 
for the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri. 

When national prohibition went 
into effect in January, 1920, it be- 
came necessary to make immediate 
provisions for enforcement of the 
law, so three Government narcotic 
inspectors and three deputy inter- 
nal revenue collectors were placed 
in a prohibition enforcement unit, 
with Digges, who had made an en- 
viable reputation as a narcotic jn- 
spector, as their chief. 

His assistants, all experienced 
Government employes, were David 
Nolan, Jack Tully and “Buck” 
Nance, narcotic inspectors, and 
Louis J. Guaidoni. Fred Cosgrove 
and Patrick J. Butler of the. In- 
ternal Revenue Department. Nei- 
ther Digges, who, as narcotic 
inspector, had become acquaint- 
ed with many local saloon keepers, 
nor any of his assistants was in 
personal sympathy with the prohi- 
bition law. 

Nevertheless, they went about 
their new duties in a workmanlike 
way and confiscated huge quanti- 
ties @f bonded liquors which  be- 
came the first product of illicit 
trade. Strict in enforcement, 
Digges invariably instructed his 
men not to destroy property in 
making raids. 

Appointed Deputy Internal Rev- 
enue Collector at St. Louis in 1914, 
Digges served in that capacity un- 
til 1917, when he became narcotic 
inspector. He was in charge of 
prohibition enforcement in this dis- 
trict until after the inauguration of 
President Harding in March, 1921, 

when the prohibition forces were 
reduced as a measure of economy. 

Since then he had conducted a gen- 
eral store at Glasgow, until his re- 
tirement about a year ago. 

He was shot in the chest Satur- 
day by the charge of his shotgun, 
which was. discharged accidentally 
as he was taking it from his auto- 
mobile on his return from a hunt- 
ing trip. He died Sunday in a 
hospital at Fayette. His wife, two 
daughters and a son survive.

“A change in the distribution of 
income which puts more purchas- 
ing power in the hands of wage 
earners would enormously increase 
the market for many staples and 
go far toward providing places for 
all competent workers, but for the 
near future we see little prospect 
for a rapid increase of wage dis- 
tribusements above the 1929 level.” 

“Another possibility is a great 
expansion of exports, but in a 
tariff-ridden world that also seems 
a dim hope.” 

“The six-hour day and five-day 
week are methods of distributing 
the loss of jobs in a less inequitable 
fashion.” 


“A solvent enetapbewtintt fund 
would do much to mitigate the dis- 
tress which many now suffer  be- 
fore finding new openings.” 

“An extension of old-age pensions 
to care for . . . victims of progress 
may bulk large in future discus- 
sions.” 

“It is conceivable that without 
any surrender of our belief in the 
merits of private property, indi- 
vidual enterprise and self help, the 
American people will press toward 
a larger measure of public control 
to promote the common welfare. 
One possibilitity is a further exten- 
sion of the list of public utilities to 
include coal mining and perhaps 
other industries.” 

“Progressive taxes may be grad- 
ed at still steeper rates. An upper 
limit may be put upon inherit- 
ances.” 

Other Problems. 

Among the host of problems 
which the committee avers have 
been raised by the “unequal prog- 
ress of institutions affecting every 
individual,” are enumerated sub- 
jects ranging from imperialism to 
better homes and standards of liv- 
ing, and including social insurance, 
taxation, reorganization of govern- 
mental units, governmental regula- 
tion of industry, shifting moral 
standards, mental hygiene and the 
future of democracy and capital- 
ism. 

It is requisite if America’s prob- 
lems are to be met, ‘according to 
the committee, that there be a 
“willingness and determination to 
undertake important integral 
changes in the reorganization of 
social life, including the economic 
ahd the political orders, rather than 
pursuance of a policy of drift.” 

Many coincident trends were 
noted by the committee. It found 
the influence of the church and 
family waning rapidly in the last 
30 years. Simultaneously the in- 
fluence of Government and indus- 
try increased in conditioning the 
ethics and morals of the people. It 
regards the organized labor move- 
ment as one that is losing vigor 
and numbers. 

It found divorce and the use of 
contraceptives increasing. Death 
rates were found to be mounting 
in the low income groups. Sex at- 
titudes are in a state of flux. Or- 
ganized crime is increasing, but 
the committee could find no evi- 
dence of a “crime wave.” 

Making Money instead of Saving. 

With the rise of industry and the 
need for expansion and increasing 
production, the committee found 
high pressure sales methods break- 
ing down old ideas of “thrift” and 
“pay-as-you-go” policies. Instead of 
learning how to spend money wise- 
ly, people now spend all their time 
trying to make more money. 

Special attention was called to 
the immigration of Mexicans and 
Canadins to this country in recent 
years. The committee found the 
former coming in in such numbers 
that they were rapidly displacing 
many Negroes in jobs in Northern 
industries, thus throwing the lat- 
ter out of work in large numbers. 

In the chapter, “the influence of 
invention and discovery,” Prof. W. 
F. Ogburn of the University of 
Chicago, ascribed the predicament 
of Americans to the fact that since 
1900 their social framework has 
ceased to rest squarely on condi- 
tions affecting production in all the 
previous history of man. 

“Science and technology are the 
most dynamic elements of our cul- 
ture,” he wrote. “This slow ac- 
cumulation of mechanical inven- 
tions through most of the last half 
million years and its rapid ac- 
celeration during the period of 
modern history have led to a new 
environment to which modern man 
must adjust, quite different from 
the fauna and flora of nature. 

“Changes by Decades.” 

“For science and invention are 
creating a new type of material en- 
vironment different from the nat- 
ural environment of cold and heat, 
rain and drouth, flora and 
fauna, to which early man had to 
make an adaptation. His was an 
environment relatively stationary 
over centuries, while that of mod- 
ern man changes by decades.

Extension of the list of public 
utilities to include coal mining 
and perhaps other industries. 


“With the growth of technology 
in transit unemployment grows. 
There seems to be no way of meas- 
uring the future of this displace- 
ment. But there are so many new 
inventions indicating displacement 
of labor that technological unem- 
ployment may be an even more 
serious problem of the near future 
than it is now. 

“In the past, expanding industries 
and population shifts have in time 
accomplished the readjustments. It 
is difficult to say whether these new 
labor saving inventions may not 
augment the problem of technologi- 
ical unemployment in the future, 
but such is a strong possibility, de- 
spite a diminishing rate of increase 
in the population.” 

Unemployment insurance, what- 
ever its merits for tiding wage 
earnerr over slack seasons and 
moderate depressions, cannot pro- 
vide for those who are out of work 
for long periods. 

Need of Economic Planning. 

“To deal with the central problem 
of balance in the economic mechan- 
ism, economic planning is called 
for. But that phrase at present rep- 
resents a social need rather than a 
social capacity. The best which any 
group of ecoonmic planners can do 
with the data now in hand, bulky 
but inadequate, is to lay plans for 
making plans. 

“It is not unlikely that modest 
planning schemes will be devised 
which will make the present organ- 
ization work more steadily. It is 
more in line with past experience to 
anticipate a long series of cumula- 
tive improvements which will grad- 
ually transform existing economic 
organization into something differ- 
ent, than to anticipate a sudden 
revolution in our institutions. 

“Private property is commonly 
supposed to be one of the fixed 
principles of our polity. But gener- 
ation by generation the right of 
man to do what he will with his 
own has been curbed by the Amer- 
ican people. The most spectacular 
instances have been the abolition of 
property’ rights in slaves and the 
calm disregard of property rights 
in the liquor traffic shown by the 
adoption of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.” 2 

Even in the late period of unex- 
ampled prosperity there was much 
poverty, in rural areas as well as 
in cities, which was not of a tem- 
porary or accidental nature. After 
the present crisis the first task will 
be to regain our former standards, 
inadequate as they were. But the 
longer and greater task, to achieve 
standards socially acceptable, will 
remain. - 

Other high lights in the com- 

mittee’s picture of America are as 
follows: 
If present trends continue, one 
out of every five or six marriages 
of this year will be broken by di- 
vorce. The growing divorce rate, 
however, has not acted as a deter- 
rent to marriage, for the married 
proportion of the population has 
been increasing during the 40 years 
for which there are records. 


The Agricultural Situation. 
Agricultural output per worker 


increased 22 per cent between the 
average for 1912-21 und the aver- 
age for 1922-31. A farmer now pro- 
vides food for himself and three 
members of his family, for 12 


Americans not living on farms and |. 


for two foreigners—a total of 18 
persons. 

The development of water power 
as fast as it can be utilized is in 
the public interest, but the amount 
of energy obtainable from this 
source should not be exaggerated. 
At present only 7 per cent of the 
country’s energy .consumption—if 
heat be included as well as power— 
is derived from water. As far as 
the energy resources of the coun- 
try are concerned, the heart of the 
conservation proble:. lies in pre- 
venting waste of coal, petroleum 
and natural gas. 

Breeding: is not the only means 
of improving the quality of the 
people. Americans are taller than 
they used to be because of dietary 
changes and a reduction in the dis- 
eases of childhood; at the same 
time, bad housing and city smoke 
are forces operating against 
growth. 

Institutional Inertia. 

In our social organizations there 
is an institutional inertia, and in 
our social philosophies a tradition 
of rigidity. Unless there is a speed- 
ing up of social invention or a slow- 
ing down of mechanical invention, 
grave maladjustments are certain 
to result. 

In the two years following 1929, 
the aggregate money earnings paid 
to American employes fell about 35 
per cent, while the cost of living 
declined 15 per cent. 

Since the beginning of the cen- 
tury the hours of labor have been 
shortened by about 15 per cent. But 
this average figure conceals a great 
varity of conditions. In several in- 
dustries the hours worked were as 
high as 60 a week in 1930 and in 
others as low as 44. Pioneer and 
Puritan habits and philosophies re- 
garding long hours of work have 
given ground slowly before the on- 
coming machine. 

Decline in Trade Unions. 

Membership In American trade 
unions declined from five million in 
1920 to 3.3 million in 1931. In large 
industries such as coal, meat pack- 
ing and steel, the unions have lost 
ground. Unless labor organizations 
show a more vigorous growth in the 
future, other resources of society 
must be drawn upon to meet labor 
problems. 

Though it is doubtful if there has 
been a “crime wave,” organized 
crime has grown to unprecedented 
proportions since the adoption of 
the eighteenth amendment. Boot- 
legging has put large funds in the 
hands of criminals. 

The number of criminal laws is 
increasing. There was a growth of 
about 40 per cent from 1900 to 1930 
in selected states, as measured by 
sections in their criminal codes. So- 
ciety seems to have a penchant for 
multiplying rules. Recent rules 
usually lack the established char- 
acter of laws of the past.

De Valera Springs Surprise 
on Opponents. by De- 


cision to Take Issues Di- 


rect to Voters. 


y the Associated Press. 
DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Jan. 3. 


—President Eamon de Valera an- |’ 


nounced the dissolution of the Dail 
Irann today and called for the elec- 
tion of a new Parliament Jan. 24. 
It will meet Feb. 8, just 11 months 
after De Valera : assumed the presi- 
dency of the Free State Council, to 
decide whether his Government will 
continue in power. ee 
The action of the De Valera Gov- 
ernment in dissolving the Dail 
came as a surprise.at a time when 
seven Labor members of the Dial, 
on whose votes his majority has 
depended several months, threat- 
ened to bolt. They opposed his pol- 


icy on civil service pay reductions. 

De Valera said the country’s at- 
titude toward the Governments 
program left no doubt that the 
Government enjoys the confideace 
of the electorate. 

It has been a systematic policy 
of the Government’s opponents, De 
Valera added, to create doubt in 
this matter. He said this policy 
had operated in a most damaging 
manner to national interests. 

Dispute Over Pay Cuts. 

With the exception that civil ser- 
vice reductions involving 50 per 
cent of the basic remuneration 
would be suspended, pending the 
report of a committee studying la- 
bor costs, De Valera’s plan for 
bonus cuts went into effect yester- 
day. 

Complicating the political situa- 
tion here is the stand of postoffice 
workers against the pay cuts. 

At the coming election an un- 
changed but a more detailed pro- 
gram would be submitted to the 
electors, the President said. He 
added that the Government's asso- 
ciation with the Labor party had 
been uniformly happy and that it 
wasn’t because of present differ- 
ences the dissolution of ‘the Dail 
had been decided upon. 

The seven Labor members of the 
Dail have given the President the 
balance of power over the oppo- 
sition party of former President 
William T. Cosgrave,,bnut these 
members turned against the Gov- 
ernment on the bonus reduction is- 
sue. A few weeks ago the Dail 
gave the President a vote of con- 
fidence by the slender majority of 
75 to 70. 

William Norton, Labor leader and 
secretary of the Postoffice Work- 
ers Union, said the Government’s 
stand was not satisfactory. 

Threat of Postal Strike. 

Yesterday word was passed 
around in quarters hostile to the 
Government that if the. Govern- 
ment di dnot yield the postal work- 
ers might .strike and the seven La- 
bor party members might formally 
withdraw their support of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Referring to relations with 
Great Britain, De Valera said that 
no British Government was likely 
to negotiate with the serious pur- 
pose of reaching a settlement in 
the present dispute as long as it 
was convinced by representation 
from the Irish Free State that it 
was only a question of exercising 
sufficient pressure upon the Irish

people to get the present Govern- 
ment out of office. 

Capital would not be invested 
here and Irish industrialists wo :ld 
not fully avail themselves of ad- 
vantages which the Government’:

versed, De Valera said. 

De Valera complained of the hos- 
tility in the Senate which he said 
was constantly. attempting to 
harrass the Government and to 
mutilate the measures or delay 
them. 


Record of Government. 


The Government had been faith- 
ful to its pledges and had sought 
to establish internal peace by re- 
moving one of the main causes of 
dissension, namely, the oath of al- 
legiance, the President went on. 

It had sought to remedy the un- 
employment situation in the only 
direction which could be of lasting 
benefit, namely, the building up of 
the nation’s industries to meet the 
people’s needs instead of having 
those needs supplied by foreigners. 

President de Valera’s Govern- 
ment has had a trouble career since 
it succeeded that of Cosgrave on 
March 9, 1932. 

Following a controversy over the 
oath of allegiance, the land annui- 
ties question became prominent. 
De Valera withheld the annual in- 
stallment and Great. Britain retali- 
ated by imposing duties on goods 
from the Irish Free State in order 
to balance the loss incurred by 
nonpayment of the installment. 

De Valera countered with tariffs 
on British imports. Farmers and 
stock breeders complained they 
suffered losses through the tariff 
fight. 

Unemployment has been an ever- 
present problem, and the Govern- 
ment’s decision to cut civil service 
payrolls brought protests from la- 
bor supporters whose resistance to

TO CUT GOVERNMENT PAYROLL

PARIS, Jan. 3.—Premier Joseph 


Paul-Boncour and Henry Cheron, 
Minister of Finance, began the 
new year with a sweeping economy 
measure suspending until Dec. 31, 
1933, the hiring of civil servants, 
agents, workmen and other em- 
ployes of state administrations.

NORTH CHINA 


Rail Center of Shanhaikwarr 
Captured in Attack by, 
Land, Sea and Air—De- 
fenders Leave Many Dead 
on Field.

TOKIO, Jan. 3.—Japanese troops 
were reported in full control today 
of Shanhaikwan, ancient Chinese 
border city and railway entrance 
into China from all points north. 


The Great Wall of China was 
passed for the first time by Japan- 
ese forces which have swept over 
Manchuria during the last ‘°S 
months. Japanese military reports 
said these forces aided Japanese 
patrols, already stationed in the 
area under the Boxer settlement of 
1901, in routing the Chinese gar- 
rison. 

Desultory skirmishes of the last 
few weeks on the Manchurian 
southern border resulted in a major 
battle yesterday. The Japanese re- 
ports said that in a few hours the 
flags of Japan and of Manchukuo, 
the Japanese-sponsored Government 
of Manchuria, were hoisted over the 
Chinese city. 

Land, Sea, Air Attack. 

A communidue issued by the Jap- 
anese military headquarters at 
Tientsin, relayed here by the Rengo 
(Japanese) News Agency, said the 
battle of Shanhaikwan ended at 2 
p. m. today, with a Japanese land, 
sea and air attack completely rout- 
ing Chinese forces. 

The Chinese were reported to 
have retreatec in the direction of 
Lwanchow, leaving many dead on 
the battlefield. (Lwanchow is about 
50 miles southwest of Shanhaikwan 
on the railroad route through 
Chinwangtao.)

Shaking Down the Government. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatth: 
HE well-written and well-documented 
article on ocean mail subsidies recent- 
ly published in the Post-Dispatch is a real 
contribution to the history of our times. 
The things lacking in it were the names 
of the companies benefiting by these 
huge grants of public moneys and the 
names of the prominent persons controll- 
ing them: Among the latter would ap- 
pear the name of Archibald Roosevelt, 
who has been excoriating the war vet- 


The report of Senator Bales’ unofficial Legislative 
Committee on Taxation and Governmental Reform, 
sponsored by the Missouri Farmers’ Association, con- 
tains much that is good in recommendations for elim- 
ination through consolidations of some 39 State and 
county bureaus and offices, and much that is bad in 
its penuriously unscientific proposal for slashing the 
salaries of virtually all State employes. 

The committee has made 79 recommendations to the 
Legislature. Of these, two—providing for a State pur- 
chasing agent and creating in the office of the Gov- 
ernor a Budget Commissioner—undoubtedly will do 
more than all the remaining 77 to improve adminis- 
tration of State affairs on a basis of efficiency and 
economy. The 77 mainly propose consolidations of 
minor departments. It may be that some economies 
would result, but for the most part they deal with 
State agencies which are supported by the fees de 
rived from their operation. Any reduction in their 
costs would not be discernible on anybody’s tax bill. 
The committee has but made an attempt to corréct 
abuses which have grown up in the State Govern- 
ment, but it has done little more than to nick the 
evil when the whole body of the State Government 
should have been passed through a clinic of skilled 
diagnosticians and economic surgeons. 

A properly organized budget department and a 
conscientiously administered department of central 
purchasing, to replace the haphazard appropriation of 
State moneys under the old system and the political 
favoritism system of State purchases, should result 
in very great savings. Centralization in the collec 
tion of indirect taxes in the State Tax Commission 
should result in economies and greater efficiency. 
With the specific recommendations for consolida- 
tions and in some instances for eliminations of minor

do away with the extra fees and to make that part 
of their income a part of the salary is commendable, 
but it is obvious that $4500 a year is not a sufficient 
sum for such officers. 

Under the plan of the Bales Committee, the salary 
of the president of the State University would be re- 
duced from $12,500 to $6500, that of the chief engineer 
of the Highway Department from $10,000 to $5000. 
Justices of the Supreme Court would be cut from 
$7500 to $6500. No official of the State would be 
paid more than $6500 a year. ; 

Missouri has always been niggardly in the salaries 
paid its officials and employes, and as a consequence 
too rarely has public office appealed to the type of 
men the State has needed. Through the years there 
have been too many Bakers in the Governor's chair 
and too many Charlie Beckers in other State offices. 
A clerk’s salary for the Governor can attract only a 
Governor With the capacity of a clerk; a law clerk’s 
salary for a Supreme Judge will get a.law clerk for 
Supreme Judge. 

Below are the salaries of various officials and state 
university presidents in the states surrounding Mis- 
souri and in several more distant states. The salaries 
of the officials were taken from the current Ohio 
Bluebook, those of the university presidents from 
information supplied by the United States Bureau 
of Education. Since some other states provide their 
officials with fees, as does Missouri, the best basis 
for comparison is the salary figure. Study of this 
table shows that Missouri ranks low enough as it is 
in its rewards to its public officials, without reducing 
their salaries any more. ,

You will get no great profit by taking from the 
rich, for they are very few in number; on the con- 
trary, you will strip yourself of all your resources 
and plunge the country into misery.

The Conquest of Panic 


LTHOUGH our ability to measure eco- 
A nomic events has been greatly advanced 

in recent years, it is still impossible to 
appraise the real situation truly by statistic- 
al means alone. There is an imponderabile 
and vital element in human affairs which 
eludes quantitative description but is, nev- 
ertheless, the determining force. 

An audience is watching a play. Sudden- 
ly there is the odor of smoke and a cry that 
the house is on fire. According to the cal- 
culations of the architects, it is possible for 
the audience to leave the theater easily and 
quickly if each person goes slowly and quiet- 
ly to the nearest exit. But if everyone be- 
comes frightened, and if all run for the 
same exit, the calculations of the architect 
are worthless. There will be a catastrophe. 
In short, the safety of that audience de- 
pends not merely upon the architects’ plans 
but upon its own morale. This is the im- 
ponderable and decisive element. 

Now if we look at the statistical -meas- 
ures of our own position today as compared 
with the position 12 months ago, it is dif- 
ficult to feel certain that there is any radi- 
cal improvement, Some of the curves have 
turned up a little and some have flattened 
out and some are still pointing downward. 
The misery of the unemployed is greater 
than it was; the evil consequences of mal- 
nutrition and anxiety are more evident. In 
public affairs, almost none of the great 
questions that unsettle the world has been 
conclusively dealt with. 

And yet, though there is no way to prove 
it, I believe that a change has occurred 
which makes the outlook today deeply dif- 
ferent from the outlook 12- months ago. 
There is hope in the land, not the foolish 
hope of an automatic revival of the boom, 
but the kind of hope which men have when 
they feel themselves equal to their task. 

For the great event of 1932 was the con- 
quest of panic and the restoration of cour- 
age—in high places and among the people. 
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In large degree, the pace of recovery in a 


' crisis like the present one depends upon the 


capacity of the mass of men to readjust 
their expectations and their beliefs. The 
crisis came because millions of men, in their 
individual affairs and in their public opin- 
ions, made mistakes. As long as they re 
fused to admit that they had made mistakes, 
as long as they believed that the personal 
commitments and the political dogmas of 
the depression period were unimpeachably 
sound, as long as they identified recovery 
with a return to the status quo ante, the 
process of readjustment could come only by 
the brutal compulsion of events. Each step 
in the liquidation took on the appearance of 
a disaster and was greeted with panic. Men’s 
opinions were in conflict with their neces- 
sities, and because they were powerless to 
resist’ the inevitable, they were frightened 
and they despaired. 

The turning point in such a crisis is that 
moment when in each particular field of in- 
terest men suddenly see the inevitable is 


really inevitable, and that by doing what is . 


necessary, they are really working for re 
covery. 

Such a turning point occurred late last 
spring in one important, though narrow, 
area of maladjustment. Suddenly it tran- 
spired that the whole illusion of German 
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reparations had vanished from the Euro- 
pean mind. In the late winter, French 
statesmen were still repeating automatically 
the old formula. Then it was revealed at 
Lausanne that that expectation had been 
snapped, and one of the fundamental dis- 
turbances of the post-war era was removed. 

I mention this merely by way of illustra- 
tion. For what happened so spectacularly 
at Lausanne happened also on a small scale 
in innumerable other places during the year. 

The expectations of the boom years were 
abandoned, and in hundreds of thousands 
of undertakings men revised, reduced, re- 
organized. This is the very essence of re- 
covery under capitalism. What made the 
year significant was that something like a 
majority opinion swung over from an at- 
titude of resistance to readjustment to one 
of determination to carry it through. It Is 
upon this change in opinion that the revival 
of confidence rests. 

This does not mean that the process of 
readjustment is conipleted. Far from it. It 
means simply that there is a growing will- 
ingness to make the necessary sacrifices of 
opinion and of vested rights, and that, there- 
fore, the process can be carried on without 
panic, with some measure of good will, and 
with some foresight and preparation. 
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Looking ahead, it seems reasonably clear 
that the rate of our progress this next year 
depends upon the clarity of our convictions 
as to the nature of our immediate prob- 
lem. There are important and difficult re- 
adjustments still to be made. In so far as 
they are resisted, or in so far as the 
attempt is made to avoid or postpone 
them, we shall be impeding our own ad- 
vance. The essence of readjustment is to 
bring the fixed charges of the boom level 
down to a point where enterprise is once 
again profitable. 

In many industries, this readjustment has 
been achieved; that is to say, the industry 
can ,be profitable, and can, therefore, re- 
sume production as soon as there is a re- 
sumption of demand. But in many other 
undertakings, this readjustment is not com- 
pleted, and people dependent upon them are 
paralyzed and are incapable of creating a 
demand for goods. . 

There is no way of dealing with the incom- 
pleted readjustment wholesale and by short 
cut. It will have to be worked out speci- 
fically and in detail. But it is plain enough 
where the remaining great ents 
are. There are the Federal, state and local 
budgets, which have still to be brought into 
balance. There are the farm mortgages, 
which have to be sorted out and in many 
cases revised. There are the remnants of 
the urban real estate inflation. There are 
the railroads, with the employes insisting 
upon the maintenance of boom wages, the 
management insisting upon the maintenance 
of rates and the bondholders insisting upon 
capital costs which in many cases are whol- 
ly untenable. 

In the larger field of world affairs, there 
is the deep maladjustment of debts and 
tariffs, where the refusal of governments 
and of peoples to make the necessary ad- 
justments is being paid for by defaults and 
the stoppage of trade.

E, J, RUSSELL PREDICTS 
ARCHITECTURAL RENAISSANCE 


In Annual Report to American In- 
stitute He Says Depression 
Will Have Benefit. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3—E. J. Rus- 
sell of St. Louis, president of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
predicted yesterday in his annual 
report an architectural renaissance 
during the next decade. 

“Architecture as an art has bene- 
fitted immeasurably by the depres- 
sion,” said a statement issued in 


his behalf, “in that ultra-modernism 
in construction has received a dis- 
tinct set-back and the architects 
have been forced to turn to more 
utilitarian tasks. 

“Because of the economic crisis 
the efforts of honest architectural 
modernists have stirred up imagi- 
nations, with the result that build- 
ings will be inherently sincere in 
design and expressive of modern 
materials, methods and uses. 

“We should analyze our problems 
in the spirit of the scientist. Our 
goal is far ahead, but there are evi- 
dences that a few strong men have 
grasped the fundamentals and are 
training themselves for work that 
will serve as a guide and an in- 
spiration. By the next decade there 
should be a momentous change in 
our habits of architectural think- 
ing and an indication of even 
greater progress.” 

Russell declared that efforts to- 
ward unification of the profession 
are showing results and cited the 
recognition of private architects by 
the Federal Government as an illus- 
tration of effective concerted ac- 
tion. “Individually and collective- 
ly,” the report continued, “we can 
face the future with the calm as 
surance that there will be plenty 
to do and the deep conviction that 
we will be better prepared to serve 
our clients.”

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NEAL CALDWELL DIES 


Associate Director of St. Louis 
Little Theater Succumbs to 
Throat Abscess. 


Neal Caldwell, associate director 


Mr. Caldwell was 32 years old and 


here yesterday, when 
Thomas Wood Stevens, director of 
the Little Theater, wired Cald- 
well’s friends at the Artists’ Guild 
that he had been taken to a hos- 
pital in grave condition. A blood 
transfusion was made yesterday in 
an attempt to save his life. 

His most recent achievement 
here was the production last 
month of “Gas,” an  expres- 
sionistic play of the future 
machine age by Georg Kaiser. His 
extraordinary lighting effects and 
the modernistic setting in which 
he collaborated with Gordon Car- 
ter were considered by many play- 
goers as a high mark in the local 
theater. 

Mr. Caldwell first appeared here 
with the Goodman Players at the 
Garden Theater in the summer of 
1927, when he was especially re- 
membered for his performance of 
Oberon in “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream.” He came to the Little 
Theater, at the Artists’ Guild, in the 
autumn of 1931, and opened 
the season with “The Makropoulos 
Secret,” in which. he inaugurated 
the practice of the Little Theater 
to make its own stage settings. The 
Post-Dispatch reviewer described 
the production as admirable, the 
settings as well done and the light- 
ing—Mr. Caldwell’s particular in- 
terest—as above the ordinary. 

He was planning to present 
“Night Over Taos” late this month. 
It was said at the theater today 
that the production probably would 
be postponed, since Stevens, the 
director, is in New York to stage 
Beethoven’s Choral Symphony with 
Walter Damrosch Jan. 25, and. is 
not to come here until Feb. 1. 
Mr. Caldwell, whose home was :n 
Champaign, Ill, was graduated 
from Carnégie School of Technol- 
ogy at Pittsburgh, with an A. B. 
degree in drama. He was a mern- 
ber of the Goodman Theater com- 
pany in Chicago for five years, and 
was an actor with the Theater 
Guild in New York for two years 
immediately before he joined the 
Little Theater.

AT Z00; FOURTH ONE DIES 


“Ugly Ducklings” With Rough 

Gray Coats Are Cared For 

In Old Birdhouse. 

The latest additions to the Zoo 
are three cygnets, which were 
hatched Christmas day after 34 
days of careful nesting by a pair 
of black swans. 

The new arrivals, which are ver- 
itable “ugly ducklings” in appear- 
ance, with rough gray coats and 
awkward movements, are being 
cared for in the old birdhouse, 
where they were taken after being 
hatched in the open bird cage. 

The old birds never left the eggs 
uncovered during the entire nest- 
ing period, according to Director 
Vierheller. They took turns, one 
keeping the eggs warm while the 
other swam or obtained food. Of 
five eggs placed in the nest, four 
were hatched. One of the four 
birds died the first day. 

The parent swans, which are na- 
tives of Australia, are the. only 
ones of the eight at the Zoo which 
have nested. Early in 1930 they 
hatched two cygnets.

SAYS CHILDREN AREN'T 
TAUGHT HOW TO ThINK 


Dr. Hyman Meltzer Warns of 
Danger of Stereotyped 
Impressions. 


The danger of stereotyped im- 
pressions, resulting from being 
taught what to think instead of 
how to think, was cited by Dr. 
Hyman Meltzer, psychologist at the 
municipal psychiatric child guid— 


ance clinic, after, analyzing some 
of the answers to questions he put 
to 1200 children, representing a 
cross-section of the city’s juvenile 
population. 

Dr. Meltzer, who is completing a 
year’s study of “Personification « 
Ideals and Stereotypes in Children” 
preparatory to publishing its re- 
sults, said answers he hag received 
indicate it would be better if text- 
books contaned “less sermonizing 
and preaching on the virtues and 
more attention to understanding the 
motives of people in the vast va- 
riety of their endeavors.” 

“A conceptual stereotype,” he 
continued,” makes realistic and 
adaptive thinking .mpossible. For 
a changing civilization such as ours, 
stereotypes are dangerous.” 

Illustrating this point, Dr. Meltzer 
disclosed that 276 of 878 children 
answered the question “Who is the 
greatest living person?” by nam- 
ing Col. Lindbergh, with 207 of them 
giving as their sole reason “be- 
cause he flew the ocean alone.” 

President Hoover was selected 
by 269; “Dad” got 24 and “Mother” 
received 7. Eighty-two children as- 
signed no reasons for their choices. 
More than 24 persons, including 
“Sparky” Adams, Cardinal infielder, 
were nominated for the “greatest 
person.” 

When it came to replying to the 
question “Whom would you rather 
be like?” George Washington re- 
ceived 192 votes and Lindbergh 96. 
Ninety-four children wanted to be 
like Edison and 52 like Lincoln. 
Other “models” ranged from Buf- 
falo Bill to Al Capone, from Jack 
Dempsey to “the traffic cop,” while 
49 children preferred to be them- 
selves.

PLANS TO OFFER 
A RACING BILL 
$2500 A DAY TAX 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.— 


State Senator Carroll Wisdom of 


‘Bowling Green said today he plans 


to introduce a bill early in the 
coming session of the Legislature 
to legalize pari-mutuel, or contribu- 
tion betting, on horse races in Mis- 
souri. 

Under the tentative plans, Sena- 
tor Carroll said, a tax of $2500 a 
day would be placed on race tracks 


using such a system. The measure, 
intended to make it impossible be- 
cause of the high tax for county 
fairs to permit such betting, would 
place approximately $300,000 yearly 
in .he general revenue of the 
State, the Pike County solon esti- 
mated. 

Such a law would be adminis- 
tered by a three-member comm.s- 
sion to serve without pay. The 
State would not participate other 
than to collect the fee, under the 
plan proposed. 

The measure is advocated as an 
aid to county fairs, since one-half 
of the proceeds from the tax 
would go to county fairs, 30 per 
cent to the Four-H clubs of the 
State and 20 per cent for animal 
husbandry. 

He said 71 county fair boards 
of the State indorsed such a mea- 
sure which was defeated two years 
ago, but that he believed the mea- 
sure had a “good chance” to pass 
during the coming session.

“KID” GLEASON, IN 
BASEBALL SINCE 
1888, DIES AT67

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—Rap- 
idly thinning ranks of baseball's oid 
guard have lost another staudard 
bearer in the death of William 


(Kid) Gleason, coach of the Phil- 
adelphia Athletics and former mar- 
ager of the Chicago White Sox. 

He succumbed to a lingering 
heart ailment last night at. the 
age of 67, closing u career that was 
almost a story of baseball itself. 

Back in 1888 he crossed the Del- 
aware from Camden, N. J., where 
he spent his boyhood, to join the 
pitching staff of the Philadelpris 
National club,-and in the years that 
followed, ran the usual gamut of 
the old timers in baseball. Fulfilling 
one of his life’s ambitions, he cli- 
maxed his career when as manager 
he led the Chicago White Sox to a 
league pennant in 1919. 

Although he started on the dia- 
mond as 4 right-handed hurler, he 
achieved his greatest player suc- 
cess as a second baseman, to which 
position he was assigned whi.e 
/playing with the Baltimore Orioles. 

‘Jumped to American League. 

Entering baseball in its boister- 
ous youth when the players wore 
long mustaches and the fans rode 
high-wheel bicycles, Gleason played 
with big league teams for 21 years 
After his first enlistment with the 
Phillies he went to the Baltimore 
team as a pitcher in 1894, and two 
years later was traded to the New 
York Giants, serving the latter 
until 1900. 

He jumped to the Detroit Tigers 
when fledging American League 
soared upon the sports horizon. ia 
1901, and spent two seasons wiiti: 
them. In 1903 he returned to tre 
Phillies to remain seven years. 

He was struck in the groin dur- 
ing batting practice just before the 
Phillies returned from spring 
training in Savannah, Ga., and the 
injufy ended his active playing 
career. 

His last season as a regular was 
in 1906, when, in 135 games, he tied 
Joan Evers in the fielding aver- 
ages and batted .227. 

Several seasons after his retire- 
ment he was drawn back into the 
game by Jimmy Callahan, then 
manager of the Chicago White Sox, 
who made the kid his assistant 
manager and coach. When the Sox 
won the pennant in 1917 under the 
management of Clarence Rowland, 
much of the credit went to Gleason. 
The following year the Kid stayed 
out of baseball and the White Sox 
dropped from the championship 
class. President Charles Comiskey 
then removed Rowland and placed 
Gleason in charge. 

His Greatest Disillusionment. 

It was during this phase of his 
career the Kid suffered his great- 
est diamond disillusionment, for in 
1919 the world series scandals in 
which several of the Kid’s players 
“threw” the series to Cincinnati, 
became known. That episode, Glea- 
son’s friends said, “broke the old 
man’s heart.” 

This was almost literally true, for 
several times Gleason’s life was 
despaired of. 

He recovered his health, however, 
and in 1926 Connie Mack and the 
Shibe brothers made him coach of 
the Athletics. He worked with the 
Athletics until 1931, when his heart 
began to bother him. Last year he 
was unable to make the training 
trip South and donned a uniform 
only once. 

Upon learning of Gleason’s death, 
Connie Mack and the Shibes, Tom 
and John, all expressed keen re- 
gret. 

“Our club has suffered a great 
loss,” said Connie, “but baseball as 
a whole suffers an even greater 
loss.” 

Born in Philadelphia, Gleason was 
taken to Camden with his family 
at an early age. He is survived 
by a daughter, one sister and five 
brothers. Only one of the latter, 
Harry, played baseball. He played 
with the St. Louis Americans years 
ago but since has retired.

From Rat to Man 

UCH concerning the behavior 
M of. mankind both physically 
and psychologically, under 
conditions of health and sickness, 
cannot be learned by a direct study 

of man.

@ie selection of an Italian name to “i” 204 besides, man is not a 


very good experimental animal. His 
sonal factor enters too promi- 
nently into the ultimate results. 

For this reason scientists are 
obliged to turp to lower animals. 
Certain basic biologic laws are as 
valid for the single-celled amoeba 
as for the highest form, man. 

In this spirit, a number of scien- 
tists have set themselves to study 
the relationship between age and 
the state of nutrition to perform- 
ance of physical and méntal work. 

The animals studied were white 
rats. Three groups were estab- 
lished. One was given unrestricted 
quantities of well balanced foods; 
another was given. free access to 
unlimited quantities of foods which 
were, however, defective in an es- 
sential protein. The third group was 
given a well balanced diet in in- 
sufficient quantities. 

The first group developed normal- 
ly; the other two groups were re 
tarded in their growth. The animals 
were studied for their gross activ- 
ity and for their ability in solving 
problems. 

The results were a little surpris- 
ing. The stunted groups were found 
to be more active than the well fed 
rats, and those that were under- 
nourished excelled the well fed rats 
in the spéed of solving maze prob- 
lems. However, the well fed rats 
made fewer errors as they grew 
older, while those that were under- 
nourished did not improve in this 
respect. 

The greater activity of the under- 
nourished and stunted groups of 
rats suggests that there may be an 
optimal degree of nutrition, pref- 
erable to the maximum. 

However, care must be exercised 
in applying to man the conclusions 
drawn from animal experimenta- 
tion. We have much evidence to 
show that in humans prolonged 
undernutrition is likély to prove 
very injurious.
